Our Town ' ' Makes Im- 
poi'tant Business Change 

A change in the organization of 
"Our Town," of considerable im- 
portance to the paper and those 
who co-operate in its publication, 
has been made by the Narberth 
Civic .Association. 

At a recent meeting of the Board 
of Directors, the entire active con- 
trol and management were turned 
over to its editor, who has been in 
charge of the production of the 
paper for the past three and one- 
half years. 

The association, founders of the 
paper, retain actual ownership, but 
have turned over the entire man- 
agement to Mr. Livingston, who 
assumes the authority of publisher 
of the paper. 

This will have no effect upon the 
civic character and co-operative 
management of "Our Town," but 
will permit of a reorganization of 
the business branch and a larger 
paper in the fall. Greater efforts 
will be made to secure co-operation 
of Narberth's residents and organ- 
izations and to make the local paper 
of even greater value for commun- 
ity progress. 

Mr. Livingston, who is also 
owner of the "News of Bala-Cyn- 
wyd," opened this week an office 
in' the Log Cabin, at the corner of 
Haver ford and Narberth avenues. 
This office will be the headquarters 
from now on of all departments of 
the paper and will serve as a branch 
office for the Bala-Cynwyd publica- 
tion. . 

A telephone has been installed 
which will permit of a new con- 
venience to readers and advertisers, 
who may now phone news articles 
and classified advertisements to the 
paper. There will be someone on 
dutv every day save Saturday and 
Sunday, and the editor will hold 
office hours for the receipt of copy 
every Wednesday evening from 
X until 12 o'clock. 

The phone number is Narberth 
2545, which we hope will be a fa- 
miliar and much-used one to Nar- 
berth folk. Readers are asked not 
to call the editor's home unless the 
other number does not answer. 
After Members. 

Under the active direction of 
President Ralph S. Dunne, the Civic 
Association has inaugurated an in- 
tensive campaign to secure every 
resident of Narberth as a member 
of the association. 

Letters are being prepared which 
are being sent out to every home. 
A number have already been mail- 
ed, and the work will be continued 
in the effort to reach everyone. 

The dues in the association are 
$1, and the receipts are used in mat- 
ters for the betterment of Narberth. 
The goal of the association is 1000 
members. If you have not received 
a bill, the association has requested 
that the membership fee be paid 
by all adult residents as soon as 
possible so as to expedite the work. 

Dues may be mailed or left at 
the office of Mr. Dunne, the Nar- 
berth Coal and Building Material 
Company. 

The regular meetings of the di- 
rectors will be resumed in the early 
fall.

REVISION PLANNED 

After some months of observa- 
tion under actual working condi- 
tions, membc-s of Council are now 
makig a careful study of the 
building code, with a view to mak- 
ing minor changes to clarify and 
equalize the document. 

As now constructed, the ordi- 
nance has been declared by many 
experts to be nearly a model of 
its type. It provides strict regu- 
lations securing protection to pres- 
ent properties, a low insurance 
rate, and an added beauty to the 
town. The coming changes are in 
minor points. 

The Burgess and several mem- 
bers of Council are about to take 
up a change in the bill which will 
further restrict the construction 
of shingle roofs in the Borough. 
At the time the new ordinance 
was passed, the Fire Undenvriters 
urged that all shingle roofs in the 
Borough be banned, but protests 
from the people convinced the 
Councilmen that such a provision 
was too drastic. 

The present ordinance does not 
permit wood shingles in new con- 
struction or large repairs in the 
fire zone, the central section of 
the town. The new plan would 
prevent the laying of wood shin- 
gles on- any new buildings in the 
Borough. It would not, however, 
prohibit renewal of present shingle 
roofs outside the fire zone. 

As most of the new buildings 
are being equipped with fire-re- 
sistive roofs, the provision would 
not be drastic, and would increase 
Narberth's strength in fire insur- 
ance rating. The new plan arises 
largely from a study of a number 
of recent fires in which wooden 
roofs have been involved. 



Install New Machine. 
The Narberth Beauty and Gift 
Shop, at 103 Essex avenue, has re- 
cently installed complete equip- 
ment for permanent waving.

to be a citizen of the United States 
Absent Voting. 
The act providing for absent 
voting passed at the 1923 session 
is administered entirely by County 
Commissioners, who provide all the 
blank forms and other material to 
carry the act into effect. An elec- 
tor who contemplates being from 
home on the day of election or pri- 
mary and desires to cast his ballot 
is required to make application to 
the County Commissioners not 
more than 30 days nor less than 
three davs before election or pri- 
mary day, and they will forward 
the necessary blank forms, affidavits 
and ballot with full instructions as 
to procedure in forwarding ballot 

and voting. 

Taxes. 

Every adult must pay a per 
capita school tax and an occupation 
tax. In order to vote, the occupation 
tax must be paid within two years 
or one month prior to the election. 

In addition, those who own real 
estate must pay a county tax, a 
school tax and a township or bor- 
ough tax. 

Also, certain. moneys at interest 
are subject to a State tax of four 
mills payable to the county. 

There is also a Federal Income 
tax.

CROSSING THE TRACKS 

The large number of railroad 
crossing accidents occuring all the 
time should suggest sober thought 
to every person who drives an au- 
tomobile. While most of these ac- 
cidents -are due to clear careless- 
ness on the part of motorcar op- 
erators, yet it is not always so easy 
to avoid this peril as one thinks. 

Railroad trains may get rather 
.ear a railroad crossing before 
people in an automobile hear them. 
The noise of the motor may drown 
out the sound of the train. But 
the trouble is usually that the oc- 
cupants of the car are thinking of 
something else and will not bother 
to listen for trains. 

Some people have the idea that 
the safest way is to rush over rail- 
road tracks as quickly as possible. 
Others cut down their speed to a 
slow point and as a result some- 
times get a motor stalled on tracks, 
and are in more danger than if 
they had slipped across at full 
speed. The public would be safer 
if whistling and ringing of bells 
by the locomotives was more pro- 
longed. 

.There are many crossings where 
the trr /rks are so concealed from 
view from the highways, that the 
automobile driver must depend al- 
together upon his own sense of 
hearing for protection. Many more 
crossings ought to be protected by 
some form of automatic signal.
